An interesiing phase of the ancestral 
worship to which we alluded last. week, ‘ia 
shown by’ the’ processions that have been- 
lately passing through our ‘streets, having 
for their. object to relieve the spirits of 
those who may not have relatives or friends 
able to supply them with ghostly monies for 
the ensuing year. It is well. known that 
the yearning desire of the Chinese. for off- 
spring arises chiefly from’ a wish to leave 
behind some one: who will perform these ne- 
cessary. rites, Many ciroumatances, liow- 
sver, defeat thia desire.

To 
sootlie the apirits of such; yearly festivals 
aro hold, at.which larje sums are expended 
in processions, paper money, clothes, and 
food.

his father and miother aud who grieved at

The beggar’ spirits 
standin the same relition to a man’s 
ancestral spirits, as- the beggars of thi 
world do to -his living family, . Ho con- 
tributes a unit towards their’ relief, while 
providing for the others, . This is a very
